HISTORY OF STREET 
RAILWAY FRANCHISE 


———— = =, 


Negotiations Which Led Up to the 
Agreement Which is Now Oc- 
cupying Public Attention 


Just at this particular time, when 
the street railway franchise is the ail- 
important matter of discussion before 
the city council, and the ratepayers 
of the city, a summary history of thc 
affairs of the company and the deal- 
ings of the company with the city anc 
the standing of the various aldermer 
on the matter from time to time, as re 
ported at the city council and public 
meetings during the past two years 
as well as a general knowledge of thc 
circumstances which led up to the pro- 
motion of the street railway company 
and the negotiation of the Tretheway 
deal are oi interest. 


Previous to the time that Mr. Trethe- 
in the latter part of 1903, the sireei 
way arrived on the scene, which was 
in the latter part of 1903, the streei 
railway charter was held by the city 
of Edmonton through a board of trus- 
tees, who were the retiring council oi 
1894. This board fulfilled the duties o: 
president, vice-president and directors 
of an-incorporated company which wat 
formed for the purpose of being the 
recipient of a charter granted by Aci 
of the Dominion of Canada. 


The charter itself is sweeping. It 


was the city) exclusive rights to op 
erate over the city’s streets and radia! 
rights in all directions outside the city 
limits. It was a charter such, in faci. 
that had a corporation attorney been 
asking incorporation with es near un- 
limited powers as the government ever 
gives, he might have been taken as a 
model of completeness and found very 
little omitted. 


In 1903 W. G. Tretheway, who ap- 
pears on the records of subseouent ev- 
ents as a rea! estate broker in Mont- 
real, but who for many years previous 
had been a mining promoter in the 
Kootenay country in B. C., arrived on 


the scene. When Tretheway reached 
Edmonton he was not particularly 


seeking a street railway franchise, and 
in fact there is nothing in previous or 
subsequent events to indicate that he 
was in a position financially to under- 
take the construction of the street rail- 
way or do other than turn the fran- 
chise over to others who might be in 
a position to build. 


When Tretheway reached Edmonton 
his first transaction was to take an 
option on what is now known as the 
Groat estate, a piece of farm-land 
property adjoining the city limits on 
the west. Proceeding to sub-diyide the 
estate, he placed it on the market, sim- 
ultaneously in Edmonton, Toronto and 
Montreal. In this city it went under 
the, name of the Groat estate, which 
it still bears. In the east it was ad- 
vertised as ‘‘Edmonton lands” and was 
boomed as a residentiai suburb of the 
metropolis of the Northwest.

and is now the property of W. G. 
‘Trethewoy and his associates. 

“The discussion was started by the 
secretary treasurer reading a_ letter 
from J. K. Kennedy, solicitor for W. 
J. Tretheway and his associates... Mr. 


Kennedy jointed out that the agree-} 


ment had been approved of at a pra 
vious council meeting, that it had 
hoon reviewed oy the people and that 
the council had promised to call a 
special] meeting for the signing of the 


agreement. This had not yet been} 


done, and Mr. Kennedy requested that 


the agreement be at once executed. } 


At a council meeting a number had 
been appointed, to interview Mr. Ken- 
nedy and ask for certain’ amendments 
to the agreement to protect the town’s 
| interests in certain matters of vital 
importance, which had been overlooked. 

Mr. Short said that it: was not in 
his power to make the desired change, 
and on being asked to communicate 
with Mr. Tretheway on the subject, ab- 
lutely refused to do so. Proceeding, the 
mayor stated that, besides himself, 
three of the councillors had set out 
their strong personal disapproval of the 
agreement, giving away such a valu- 
able franchise on the present terms, 
and that at least two of them intended 
voting for the agreement in view of 
its ratification by such overwhelming 
majority of the ratepayers. He has 
made a close study of municipal own- 
ership for the past two years and con- 
tended that the town was taking a 
backveard step in giving away its valu- 


able railway franhcise. He believed 
that the agreement was not one that 
the town could safely enter into. The 
recent public vete was not a legal one 
according to the ordinance as it now 
stands. The agreement is one the pur- 
port of which is very far-reaching. It 
recalls the stand as heretofore taken 
regarding municipal ownership. He did 
not think it advisable to allow the 
company to compete with the municipal 
electric light plant as granted by the 
charter. 


‘He warned the councillors that they 
co'd not safely, fairly, and in the 
| best interests of the ratepayers enter 
into this agreement. His responsibility 
| to the ratepayers forced him to take a 
strong stand opposing it. The agree- 
ment binds prosperity for all time to 
i}come. He from 2 public-spirited stand- 
point would have to refuse positively 
| to sign the agreement or be a party to 
jit; and again warning the council cf 
the great consequences to the city’s 
best interests which would result from 
a step they were about to take, he ask- 
ed permission to leave the chair. 
“Councillor May stated that he be- 
| lieved the people wanted the agreement 
| passed and he would abide by the will 
of the ratepayers. 
| ‘‘Mayor Short stated that the matter 
rested with conscience. He proceeded to 
strongly put himself on record as being 
| in favor of a fair agreement, and stated 
that this was all the ratepayers asked 
for in their vote. He feared that the 
| ratepayers would before long regret 
| their action. The mayor then left the 
chair. It was moved by Councillors 
| May and Picard that Councillor Cush- 
|ing take the chair. Councillor May 
| then moved the following resolution: 
‘That the council execute the agree- 
ment with Mr. Tretheway, providing 
for an electric tramway system for 
Edmonton and suburbs, as ratified by 
| baliot of the ratepayers. Councillor 
|} Ross seconded the motion. Councillor 
| Grierson took the opportunity to say 
that while personally he was strongly 
| opposed to the agreement as it stands, 
|the only thing te do since the large 
popular majority for the agreement 
; was to vote in favor of it. 
“Counciller Cushing stated that the 
|} council had endeavored to safeguard 
| the town’s interests. In taking up the 
matter they had received the initiative 
| from the board of trade, and they, the 
| leading business men of the town, 
| would have to share the responsibility 
| with the council. Personally he op- 
| posed the agreement as it stands and 
| had voted against it. He had wanted 
modifications, but these had been re- 
fused. 

“The vote wasthen taken, Councillor 


May, Picard, Ross and Grierson voting 
|in favor of it, and Councillor Fraser 
| voting against it. 

“Bylaw No. 268 to provide for the

declared their intention to commence 
construction at once, now the $10,000 
deposit was declared forfeit and how 
inglis came to the council at its last 
meeting, are all of such recent occur- 


| 
rence a8 to be fresh in the minas of 
the citizens and hardly need refurbish- 
ing here. 


With regard to the agreement there 
are a few clauses which are necessary 
to an understanding of the case. 

Clauses 1, 2 and 8 provide for the 
construction and define the company’s 
rights, Clause 61 is ithe forfeiture 
clause. Here they are: 


1 The Municipal Council of the Town 
of Edmonton, in so far as it has 
power to do so, does hereby 9 ct:i- 
sent that the Company may lay out, 
construct, maintain and operate a 
single or double track street railway, 
with all. necessary switches,  side- 
tracks and turnouts for the passage 
of cars, carriages and other vehicles 
upon and along such streets of the 
Town of Edmonton as are hereinafter 
specified or as regards which provi- 
sion is hereinafter made, and to car- 
Ty passengers and freight thereon by 
the motive power (other than steam) 
herinafter provided for; and to es- 
tablish works to supply electricity 
for such power and to construct 
erect and maintain all necessary 
buildings, machinery, appliances and 
conveniences for the purposes of such 
railway and works including the erec- 
tion of poles upon any and all 
streets upon which the company 
shall, with the consent of the muni- 
cipal council, run its railway; PRO- 
VIDED that this grant of the consent 
of the Municipal Council is made 
upon and subject to the terms, pro- 
visions, conditions, and _ restrictions 
hereinafter set forth. 


CONSTRUCTION 

2 The actual work of the construc- 
‘tion of the railway within the muni- 
cipality shall be bona-fide commenced 
by the Ist day of June, 1905, and 
shall be bona-fide continued with all 
reasonable speed, so that by the ist 
day of September, 1905, there shall
